The Cause of the Wreck. 

Cleveland, Ohio, Dec. 7- — The inquest 
to the cause of the Baltimore and Ohio 
wreck at Republic, Ohio, was begun at. 
two o'clock this afternoon. A Tiffin special 
to the Leailer says that the city hall 
where the inquest is being held, was 
crowded. The tirst witness examined w 
J. F. Fletcher, conductor of the freight 
train. He said: Ed Kiler was the etigineei 
of the freight. We ran from Tiffin to 
Seneca sliding about three and one half 
miles and side tracked for the eastern ex 
press. After this train passed we had 41 
minutes in which to make Republic sid 
ing. We left this [dace with one 
hundred and forty pounds of steam. Af 
forgetting out two miles 1 noticed that 
tho train was slacking. 1 went forward 
over the cars, eighteen in number, to the 
engine, to see what was wrong. 1 found 
that the steam had run down to sixty 
pounds. I opened the door of the fur- 
nace and looked at the tire and then look- 
ed tit. my watch, and saw that we had hut. 
four minutes until No. (1 west bound ox- 
press was due. I took red and white 
lamps and ran ahead to Hag her. I got 
about one hundred yards in the curve and 
signalled to stop. As the express 'ap- 
proached J noticed that the engineer had 
reversed the engine. In the meantime 
the freight, had come to a stand and tho 
engineer had shut off steam and jumped 
off when the collision occurred. The en- 
gineer had been drinking. I sa*v him 
take two drinks of whisky at Bloomdale 
and at Fostoria. When I saw wo had 
but four minutes to make the siding at 
Republic the engineer did not seem to 
realize the danger ahead, The investiga- 
tion will bo concluded this morning. 

Uevoltlnii Suicide. 

Louisville, Ky., Jan. 7. — A Morgan- 
town, Ky., special gives the revolting de- 
tails of the suicide of S. M. Sterritt. 
Sterritt was a man about forty years of 
age, and had just married. His mother 
.and sister objected to the match, end re- 
fused to allow him to bring his bride to 
their house. He told them if he could 
not live there he would not live anywhere; 
he went to his room and secured a razor, 
but. was prevented from using it upon 
himself by his brother. He then left, 
vowing he would carry out his purpose.

Sterritt then 
walked about ^00 yards and dropped dead.

So general has this prac- 
tice become that the government, it is 
indorstood, will publish a black list it 
holds of American dealers who have sup- 
plied these fraudulent invoices.

New Orleans., dan. 7* A special from 
Shreveport says that Jim Jones, colorod, 
i hanged tit. Bollevue to-day for the 
murder of Emma Edwards, his paramour, 
whom he shot in a lit of jealous rage in 
November, l.HSi. Jones was calm and 
self-possessed on the gallows and admit- 
ted tiring the shot. His nock was not 
broken, death ensuing from strangulation.

Baltimore, Jan 7. Rt. Rev. J. J. 
Glossbrenner, bishop emeritus of the 
United Brethren church, died this morn- 
ing at Churchville, Va.. aged 74 years.

He 
was elected in 1845 and was made bishop 
emeritus two years ago.

They latter is a town ten 
miles from the coast on the border lino 
of China and Tonquin. No particulars of 
tho massacre which occurred at Mongkai 
were given. Hakhoi is about thirty miles 
south of Mongkai, on tho coast. The 
French had a small fortification there 
with a garrison of sixty men under com- 
mand of Lieut. McMahon, a nephew of 
Marshal McMahon. After three days' 
siege only twenty-three of tho garrison 
remained alive. Theso made a sortie but 
not one survived. Tho latest informa- 
tion states that Hakhoi and Mongkai are 
in flames. It is believed that the stiino 
forces which captured the boundary com- 
missioners perpetrated these massacres.

BURIED IN SNOW. 

All Hallway Traflic in Indiana Suspended. 

Chicago, Jan. 2.--A special to the 
Times from Michigan city, lnd., b.^-s: 
Tlio present storm on the railroads is the 
worst in this locality in five 3'ears. For- 
tunately the weather is not vory cold, or 
the roads would be unable to movo a train. 
There is more than five feet of snow on 
the level, while in the ravines it is some 
six feet deep. The Michigan and Central 
road has abandoned several passenger 
trains, one at Niles, going west and two 
east bound rains hero. Three west, bound 
assenger trains became installed in drifts 
live miles east, and it required nearly all 
lay with five engines to bring them into 
this city. Last night's eastbound trains 
had another bad time. No trains are 
running on this line. On tho Wabash 
road much the same trouble i h being ex- 
perienced. Three engines were required 
to take out the regular day train, which 
hits not reache 1 IndianopoliK after twenty 
hours' hard fighting with tho snow. To- 
night the weather is getting coldor and 
bids fair to make railroading impossible 
to-morrow. 



NARROW ESCAPE. 

An Immense Bottltler Falls In Front of the 
Pacific Express Near Yale. 

Short^- after the western bound train 
passed Yale, B. C, yesterday morning, 
the engineer espied an immense boulder 
of several tons weight on the track a short 
distance ahead. He immediately rovorsed 
tho engine and applied the air brakes, and 
succeeded in bringing the train to a stop 
just in time to avert the terriblo disaster. 
The boulder, which had apparently fallen 
only a few minutes before, destroyed part 
if the roadbed and bent two rails out of 
hape. Powder was procured and the 
rock blown to pieces. The roadbed was 
opaired and two now rails laid, after 
which the train proceeded and arrived at 
Port Moody four hours late.

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THE CZAR DON'T WANT WAE. 

The Vienna correspondent of the Lon- 
don Daily Telegraph says: The prospect 
for the next twelve months is lively 
enough. The year about to begin may 
well see the collapse of one, at least, of 
the great powers, and of two or three 
of the minor states. The elements of dis- 
integration are not confined to Turkey, 
and it is a mistake to suppose that in ease 
of war Bulgaria is the only small power 
whose existence would be imperilled. In 
Vienna there is considerable anxiety for 
the immediate future. Everybody says 
the new year opens under unpleasant 
auspices. A somewhat reassuring item of 
intelligence, however, comes from Cra- 
cow.

Petersburg that during the recent minis- 
terial council the czar declared he would 
have no war, and actually shook his fist at 
one of the ministers who had manifested 
bellicose views, 1 am inclined to believe 
there is some foundation for this story. 
The czar has lately told different members 
of his entourage that he wished to avoid 
war. The aspect of affairs on the Austro- 
Ruaaian frontier is threatening enough, 

but it is a g 1 deal worse on the borders 

of France and < iermany. 



has been courting Russia in every possible 
way, has been considering still greater ex- 
penditure upon its army and navy — the 
former having already been brought up to 
the highest possible point both of numbers 
and efficiency — and has been supporting 
as its minister of war an unscrupulous 
general of ability, whose charm for tho 
army and the nation is that he is w illing 
to commence the war for Alsace-Lorraine 
as soon as ever "circumstances," winch 
means alliances, will in any way allow. 
The statesmen and the journalists hardly 
conceal these facts, or deny their impa- 
tience to raise Franco to her old military 
predominance on the continent , or conceal 
their fear lest Gormany, moved by her 
fears of a coalition, should take the in- 
itiative; and yet, in tho midst of this agi- 
tation which covers tho civilized world, 
and affects states as distant as China, tho 
chamber overthrows the government upon 
the comparatively trumpery internal 
question of the sub-prefectures, which can 
hardly be said to involve even a principle. 

BRAVE LLFEBOATSMEN. 

The recent great- storm in England de- 
veloped some incidents which attested the 
nobility of manhood, a stern sense of and 
persistence in duty, in the face of almost 
certain death. Perhaps none, heroic cap- 
tains, gallant Bailors, or cool-headed pass- 
sengers, displayed more bravery than the 
lifcliontsmen. .Many were lust while en- 
gaged in the grand task of saving others, 
leaving behind them a record of w hich .all 
Englishmen feel proud. It has long since 
become evident that some improvement 
must be made in the life-sav ing service, 
otherwise such calamities as occurred on 
the English coast last month w ill result 
again. The subject is one which deserves 
looking into and opens a vast held for 
American invention. Any improvement 
which could bo suggested by which the 
lives of these toilers of the sea could be 
insured on their errands of mercy would 
be hailed with delight in Canada and the 
United States as well as in England. 
Speaking of this important question in 
connection with the recent storm 
the London Times says that two 
incidents in the late gale will make it 
long memorable. The total loss of life 
and shipping, serious though it is, may 
not be unprecodontedly great ; but never 
before have we had to record the loss in 
similar circumstances* of two lifeboats 
with their gallant crews. Both calamities 
took place in the estuary "f the Kibble. 
A barque, the Mexico, <>f Hamburg, 
bound from Liverpool, got on the " main 
bank," lying between Southport and 
Formby, on Thursday night, and made 
signals of distress. They were seen ; and 
three lifeboats, from different stations - 
Lytham, Southport, and St. Anne's - 
promptly put out in a wild .sea to her re- 
lief. The Lytham boat was successful. 
With great difficulty and peril the crew of 
the barque were taken oil', and the life- 
boat returned to Lytham, having saved 
twelve lives. Very different was tho fate 
uf the Southport and St. Anne's boats. 
The former set out at eleven o'clock at 
night, with a crow of sixteen. With im- 
mense difficulty they managed to get

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PROSPECTS BRIGHTENING. 

A general boom has been inaugurate 
at New York in the iron and steel trade: 
The production has been largely increased 
to meet growing inquiry, and yet theyear 
closes with many manufacturers sold 
largely ahead for 1887, and with orders 
booked for almost the entire allotments of 
steel rails for that year. 1 'rices have made 
a steady advance, and the highest figures 
for iron and steel have only recently been 
touched. The change in these branches 
has been something marvelous and forms 
one of tin- most striking and important 
events attending the country's products 
during L886. The reorganization m bank- 
ruptcy has been one of the features of the 
year, and great progress has been made m 
that direction. There was a very general 
disposition mi the partof security holders 
to accept the lower rates of interest where 
priority of liens was undisturbed, and to 
this is due. in no small degree, such pro- 
gress as has been made. The outlook in 
the great fields of American industry is 
very bright. The coming year will be the 
greatest ever known m the mills and fac- 
tories, furnaces and mines. After min- 
ing this year more anthracite coal than 
ever before, i he supply on hand is seamy, 
and the enormous demand for iron of all 
kinds assures .steady tires in furnace and 
foundry, and the largest consumption on 
that account. What t he crops w ill be is 
only a matter of speculation, but the acre- 
age planted will be the greatest ever 
tilled by the plow. There may bit war in 
Europe, but .such an event, however 
much to be deplored, can bring nothing 
but advantage to America. It would in- 
crease indefinitely a demand for bread- 
stuffs and enrich farmers. The volume of 
immigrants already shows a steady in- 
crease, for up to the 1st of November the 
gain had been little over 20 per cent more 
than last year, but for hist month the in 
crease was about 50 per cent, 

PRANCE AM) GERMANY. 

That France and (iermany will over be- 
come anything else but enemies may be 
considered impossible. The Franco- 
Prussian war is still fresh in the hearts 
and minds of the French people, and they 
will never be content until Alsace and 
Lorraine again become a part of the na- 
tion. There is little doubt but, that 
France is quietly but surely preparing for 
a ruconquesl of those two rich provinces, 
and few countries of Europe .are arming 
on as a large a scale. When the tight bo- 
gins France will be prepared to timet her 
old enemy, with her army in a perfect 
statu of discipline and supplied with all 
the accoutrements of war.. The Econo- 
mist voices the views of Englishmen when 
it says thai Count Von Moltke in his re- 
cent Utterance, was thinking, ofcciur.se, 
of Russia as well as of Franco, but it was 
of the latter he spoke moat, ominously.

Had 
a tithe of the ingenuity and capital de- 
voted to the improvement of torpedoes 
been expended in improving lifeboats, 
how different would have boon their con- 
dition ! Perhaps the brave crews will 
not have died in vain it" their loss im- 
pressively duvets attention to the imper- 
fections of many of the present lifeboats, 
their inadequate buoyancy, their want oi 

propelling power in fa< f adverse winds, 

and their genera] unfitness for much of 
their work. The cruel disaster may per 
haps impress upon some minds the fact 
that the only hind of navigation in which 
invention has moved little, and which 
still depends chioflj upon men's .arms, is 
that concerned with the saving of life.

• Tho following very improbable tolo- 
gram has been received from Ottawa: Tho 
fishery trouble and recent elections has 
tended to briny about u cabinet break-up. 
Hon. John Costigan, minister of inland 
revenue, aud Hon.Mi\ Foster, minister 

_ of tishorios will probably resign. It is 
Mettled that unless the United States 
shoidd make »puie overtures looking to- 
ward a settlement of the fishery dispute, 
tho Canadian government will go back to 
tho old ay.stem of licensing foreign fishing 
vussols. The license will bo charged as 
formerly, upon the tonnage of the vessels. 

The impression remains .stronger at 
Ottawa that (lie Dominion parlia- 
ment will be dissolved shortly and a 
general election take place at tho end of 
the present month. This is strengthened 
by an announcement of the further pro- 
rogation of the house till some date in 
February. The government is now said 
to bo almost unanimous that to delay 
longer would not strengthen their chances 
and Sir John Macdonald is said to have 
written confidential letters to many 
prominent conservatives in the provinces 
to hold themselves in readiness for an 
immediate dissolution of the house. Since 
the result in Ontario was announced the 
city has been steadily tilling up with office 
seekers, and the ministers now hero are 
besieged by them. It is not improbable 
that the Gazette this week will be filled 
with notices of the appointment to office 
of mon who have been put off from month 
to month, awaiting the result of the pro- 
vincial elections, and it- is possible that the 
same Gazette may contain the notice of 
dissolution.

The Johnson street ward school was 
well-filled last evening to hear Conn. VV. 
A. Robertson and others of thu council 
give vent to their views on municipal 
matters and also render an account- of 
their stewardship. < hi the meeting hoing 
called to order, Mr, B. 10. Johnson was 
voted to the chair. 

Ooun. Robertson in coming forward 
loudly received. After a few illtro- 
dncti iry remarks he said in reference to tho 
Uu.t reservoirs he had objected to any 
other being employed upon them but the 
city engineer, Mr. Hendry, who had 
brought the scheme forward. However, 
the majority ruled otherwise and em- 
ployed Mr. Ilaigroaves at $150 per 
month. There liad been a great many 
improvements in streets and those which 
had been overlooked the past year would 
beat-tended to in the present. He un- 
derstood Hon. Mr. Simthe was going to 
place a sum mi the estimates lor a drive 
from Beacon hill to Cedar hill if the conn 
cil would continue it by a winding drive to 
the top of tho latter bill. The building 
of this road he thought would he a good 
investment. He was against councillors 
being elected for two years, (hear) 
he was placed at the head of the ) 
year ho would move that, it, be aholishetl 



lie would like to mako a few remarks 
now and was going ' to meet them all in 
tho city hall. He was hot afraid of 
meeting anyone. Ho was not satisfied 
with many things that had boon done in 
the council, but taken Upon the whole he 
thought that, t iioy had done tho best for 
the interests of tho city. (Hoar, hear.) 
Ho despised the man who would make, 
under an annonynioua name, an attack 
upon anyone. Ho was not afraid of such 
attacks. They only advertised him. (Ap- 
plause.) Tho attacks that had been made 
upon liim were falsehoods that ho 
was always prepared to meet. The mayor 
now had no vote. It, had been taken 
away from him, Tho dual vote should be 
given back to the mayor, for ho was there 
representing the whole city, and should 
have Some power vested in him. Had he 
a dual vote the sewerage by-law Would 
never have been placed before them, 
lie was not- in favor of running the city 
into a debt that it would take many years 
to recover from. Ho had been called a 
missionary, if ho was, it was at his own 
expense, and the city derived tho benefit 
from it. With regard to loans they had 
rival cities around them which would malic 
it, necessary to keep the city up to its 
present standard or they would he out - 
rivalled (hear). The worthy mayor here 
perpetrated the old chestnut about tho 
press publishing statements about, the 
tilth of the city, and told the old story 
about floundering in the mud at Quebec, 
where ho had stepped off thu sidewalk and 
and the mud splashed over his shirt front . 
He referred to the mud of Montreal, and 
... the borrowing money there. He felt sure 
if that if Finfayson and some of the 
this property owners resided there and 
thu city 811,000,000 in debt 



being ftskod if he intended to resign his 
position as councillor ho replied that he 
had already handod his resignation to tho 
mayor. Ho had no doubt that they would 
return him at tho head of tho poll. 

Mr. A. DoCoBmos favored Coun. Rob- 
ertson' contentions on tho taxes ques- 
tion. An appeal to tho legislature 
should be mado to havo two years' 
representation abolished. Ho did not 
beliovo in a member of tho logis- 
ture holding a place at the council board 
—they could not attend well to both. A 
petition should be presented to the legis- 
lature for tho purpose of rondoring it il- 
legal. He proposed that means be taken 
whereby real estate owners would bo so- 
cured against a minority of such owners 
being allowed to vote money. Two-thirds 
in value should bo necessary to enable 
money to bo borrowed. Mr. DbCobiiioh 
at length gave his views as to tho best 
mei»nn of reducing taxation, and after a 
number of requests to desist, ho at last 
Hat down. 

After a vote of thanks to tho chairman 
tho mooting adjourned.

Proof sheets of thu annual report of J. 
W. Harrison, showing the movement of 
coal in California for the year 188(5, 
have been received. The importa- 
tions of this article are larger than 
for any previous year. The good 
outlook for wheat freights hence a 
few mont hs ago, in connection with the 
failure of the Australian crop last year, 
caused largo quantities of coal to be soul 
to California both from Europe and Aus- 
tralia. Ships were chartered at 8s from 
Newcastle and 5s from Sydney. The 
rates are now 4 s higher. The heavy re 
ceipts of foreign under these circumstances 
was a severe blow to coast producers, and | 
at least two mines at Pugel Sound were 
closed. On the other hand the East Wel- 
lington mine in British Columbia has at 
last struck a C-foot vein, and will here 
after be a regular shippor, The receipts 
of coal at San Francisco, Wilmington and 
San Diego for the year have been as fol- 
lows:
